Palestinian guerrillas reach Cairo 


CAIRO (UPI) —Four Palestinian guerrillas who 
seized the Israeli Embassy in Bangkok and six Israeli 
hostages arrived here today on a Thai International 
Airways DC9 with the Egyptian ambassador to Thai­ 
land and 10 Thai government officials who said the 
commandos were their “guests.” 
Air Chief Marshal Dawee Chulasap, the Thai 
minister of communications who came to Cairo with 
the guerrillas, told newsmen he had done all he could 
to avoid violence with the four Black September 
Palestinian guerrillas because he had been in Munich 
und 
“learned 
the 
lesson” 
from 
the 
Olympics 
massacre where 11 Israeli Olympic team members 


and five Arabs were killed. 


He said the Palestinians agreed to leave the country 
when they were told they had acted on what Thailand 
considers a holy day, the investiture of its crown 
prince. He quoted them as saying they decided that 
Iriendship with Southeast Asia was more important 
than a few hostages. 


The guerrillas took the six hostages to the Bangkok 
airport with them but released them before boarding 
the plane for Cairo. The hostages held for 19 hours 
were 
four 
Israeli 
diplomats, 
including 
the 
ambassador to Cambodia, Simon Avimor, and two 


Israeli wives. The hostages were tied together with 
ropes but aside from minor injuries from their 
oindings, they were not hurt. 


In Tel Aviv, 
Prime Minister Golda Meir and her 
jbinet waited until they actually heard the voices of 
ne six hostages before they raised a toast to their 
•ie deliverance. They had toasted the safety of the 
raelis at Munich only to learn later they were dead. 
The four Palestinians were accompanied to Cairo 
>y the Egyptian Ambassador to Thailand, Mustafa El 
fawi, who helped negotiate the release of the 
lostages and safe conduct for the Palestinians out of 


me country. The Thais aboard included Dawee and 
Deputy Foreign Minister Chartchai Chunahawan. The 
¡ihers were an army colonel and seven junior 
officials, Thai officials said in Cairo. 


The four Palestinians entered the Israeli Embassy 
.n Bangkok, seized the building and the six hostages 
ond hung a Palestinian flag out of the window. They 
ilemanded the release of 36 prisoners held by Israel, 
,.nd Kozo Okamoto, the Japanese youth who was 
<entenced to life imprisonment for his part in the 
massacre last May at Tel Aviv's Lod International 
urport where 28 persons died. Okamoto’s two

worth of food left 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (UPI) —A 
spokesman for the Nicaraguan Red 
Cross said today his organization 
has

despite foodstuffs sent from around 
the world.

Army patrols dispersed about 300 
persons Thursday night who went to 
an airport warehouse, shouting: 
“We want food, we want food.”

A government spokesman said the 
problem was finding enough trucks 
and manpower to move the 50,000 to 
60,000 tons of food at the city airport 
to relief points. 
About 300,000 persons were made 
homeless 
when 
an 
earthquake 
struck Managua last Saturday night. 
Most of them are now living in 
makeshift homes scattered around 
the capital and even in villages 
beyond. Responsibilty for feeding 


them was given the Red Cross. 
At least 24 countries around the 
world sent foodstuffs and more was 
promised.

manpower to move this stuff from

c e n te r s ,’’ 
said

“But no country is ever organized to 
cope with a tragedy like this.” 


At least 3,000 persons died in the 
earthquake but officials said the 
final toll might remain unknown 
forever because of the number of 
bodies burned in the ruins of the 
city.

There 
were reports some merchants were 
charging two or three times the 
normal price for rice, beans and 
other staple foodstuffs.

New Years halt ordered 


SAIGON (UPI) — Informed U.S. 
sources said today President Nixon 
has ordered a brief New Year’s Day 
pause in 'the bombing of North 
Vietnam and will extend it if the 
North Vietnamese return to the 
negotiating table. Hanoi failed to 
respond 
to a similar pause at 
Christmas. 
The massive bombing of North 
Vietnam entered its 11th day today, 
with more air losses. The North 


Vietnam Foreign Ministry said in a 
statement broadcast by Hanoi Radio 
that Thursday’s raids carried out 
“extermination attacks on many 
populous areas in Hanoi” and that 
“hundreds” of persons were killed.

Major effort to halt holiday deaths 


Highway patrol officers, police and sheriff’s deputies 
will take to the field in force tonight 
vowing to prove 
that the low highway toll during the Christmas holiday 
was no fluke. 
Forty-two persons died on California streets and 
highways during 
the three-day Christmas holiday 
compared to 70 during the same 1971 Christmas 
weekend. Santa Barbara County had one fatality during 
the holiday just ended. Figures for last year were not 
readily available. 
Statistics in Lompoc and Santa Barbara County were 
equally encouraging to highway officials 
But if the number of injury accidents and fatalities 
was down, the number of arre.sts was not. During the 
maximum security period from 6 p.m. Dec. 22 to 
midnight on Dec. 25, the California Highway Patrol 


made‘2,a30 drunk driving arrests — more than double the 
figure for the same period of 1971 
There were no fatalities in the Lompoc Valley area and 
only a few minor injury accidents. In the same area 
there were two drunk driving arrests by Lompoc Police 
and two by the Highway Patrol. Sheriff’s deputies 
arrested one person on a charge of being drunk in auto 
The decline in fatalities began earlier this year 
according to statistics published this week by the CHP

Simple, dignified burial service for Truman 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (UPI i -H a rry 
S Truman was buried in a simple, dignified 
service Thursday in the heart of the 
country he served as 33rd president 
Bess Truman, his gallant widow and 
companion for more than half a century, 
sat with her only daughter and wept as a 
lone bugler, standing at stiff attention, 
sounded Taps across a windy courtyard on 
a gray winter day. 
Truman's last resting place was the yard 
of his presidential library in Independence, 
among the neighbors he lived and the 
common people the tough little “ Man of 
Independence” identified with. 
“ He was our brother by adoption. He was 


our companion by choice,'' said W. Hugh 
McLaughlin 
of 
Independence, 
grand 
m aster of Masons in Missouri. 
Truman died Tuesday at the age of 88 
after a three-week illness. 
A wreath of red carnations, his favorite 
flower, was placed on his coffin as a 
military band plaved “ America the Beauti­ 
ful.” 


World War I veteran doughboys of 
Battery “ D 
honored their commander 
“Captain Harry” with a 21-gun salute fired 
on six 105mm artillery cannons. Thirty of 
the 54 survivors in the outfit that served 
under Truman in France during the first 


world war were among 220 guests who 
attended the funeral 
Other guests at the private rites were 
statesmen, relatives, and closest friends of 
Truman, including Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 
D-Mmn., who was first elected to the 
Senate in 1948, the same year Truman 
stunned Republican Thomas E. Dewey for 
the presidency.

NEW YORK < UP I ) —President Nixon's trips to Peking in 
February and Moscow in May were voted the top headline 
stories of 1972 by U.S. newspaper editors. 
UPI annually polls its newspaper subscribers on what 
they consider to be the Top Ten stories of the year, both in 
headline value and significance. 
The most significant story of 1972-No. 2 in the 
headlines— was the Vietnam War, including U.S. troop 
withdrawals and truce negotiations.

Beef price margins hit record high 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Supermarket margins for beef, 
looming as one of the administration’s key inflation-control 
problems in 1973, rose to a new record in November and 
were one-third above a year earlier, the Agriculture 
Department reported today. 
The departm ent’s monthly report on farm-to-retail price 
spreads showed the overall gap between farm and retail 
prices of choice grade beef rose 4.5 per cent in November to 
a record 45.7 cents a pound, 26.1 per cent above a year 
earlier. It was the second consecutive monthly rise. 
The previous record was 44.8 cents a pound last August. 
The spread between wholesale and retail beef prices, 
primarily made up of supermarket costs and profits, rose 
4.9 per cent in November to a record 38.2 cents a pound, up 


33.1 per cent from a year ago. 
Despite these margin gains. Agriculture Department 
estimates showed average retail beef prices dropped in 
November for the fourth straight month and reached $1.12 a 
pound, the lowest level since last May. This happened 
because average farm er returns on live cattle—despite a 
sharp upturn late in the month —fell to the lowest level in 
nearly two years and were 5.1 per cent below a year ago. 


Retail pork prices, backing down from a record set in 
October, fell 0.3 per cent to 87.2 cents a pound but were still 
22.1 per cent above a year ago. Farm ers’ returns fell 1 per 
cent to 45.9 per cent above a year earlier, but the farm-to- 
retail spread rose 0.5 per cent

SANTA CLARA, Calif. (UPI) -T he year 
1972 is more than one second longer than 
the year 1900, and time-keepers will stop 
their clocks to let the world catch up at 
precisely one second before the start of

second,’’ is part of the scientific scheme to 
keep order in such fields as navigation, 
astronomy and space research. 
The adjustment is necessary from time 
to time—one was made last June 30—to 
account for the fact the earth is gradually 
slowing down its rotation speed because of 
friction. 
When it is 11:59 and 60 seconds at 
Greenwhich. 
England, 
official 
time­ 
keeping stations throughout the world will 


stop the new year from starting for a 
second. 
The official time-keeping station for the 
West Coast is located at the calibration 
laboratory 
of 
the 
Hewlett-Packard 
Company, which manufactures the cesium 
beam clocks now generally used for the 
official time-keeping. 
It will be 4 p.m. Dec. 31 in Santa Clara on 
the San Francisco Peninsula when the 
extra second at the end of 1972 is recorded. 
The cesium beam frequency clock, 
developed in 1955, is the first reliable tool 
to precisely measure the passage of time. 
This type of clock is said to be accurate to 
one-millionth of a second and it would take 
100,000 years for it to lose or gain a second. 


President Nixon sells lots 


MIAMI (UPI > —Real estate records here 
showed Thursday that President Nixon last 
week sold two lots he owned at Key 
Biscayne for $150,000 
The profit was 
believed to be nearly $100,000. 


Dade County records and tax stamps 
indicate that the President bought the lots 
in 1967 and 1971 for a total of $53,100, 
meaning that he cleared $96,900 
The lots, which are not a part of the

Griffin said he heard through Nixon aides 
nearly a month ago that the property was 
for sale and he began negotiations. He said 
he did not deal directly with the President 
on the matter. 
Griffin, whose parents live in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., said he will build a home 
on the property. 
Records show that Nixon bought the first 
lot in 1967 for $30,000 and the second in 1971 
for $23,100. 
Nixon said when he made the first 
purchase it was an investment. 
“I’m a firm believer in real estate as an 
investment,’’ he said at the time.

Shelter care 
a new concept 


Shelter care. What is it? 
It is the alternative to Juvenile 
Hall. 
It is a family for the child who 
needs a foster home through no fault 
of his own. 
It is a new approach for Santa 
Barbara County. 
In the summer of 1972 the County 
Board of Supervisors took action to 
provide family care for dependent 
children of the court who need out- 
of-home placement due to problems 
their parents are having with the 
law or with each other. For 10 years 
such children were placed in the 
dependents’ wing at Juvenile Hall 
As of September 11, 1972, innocent 
young 
victims of circumstance, 
instead of going to the Hall, are 
taken from the crisis in their own 
home to a calm, loving family who 
are expecting them and are eager to 
provide emergency care for them. 
The special homes, which are on 
24-hour call, are called “Shelter 
Care Homes. “Such homes are 
under written contract to the County 
for a year at a time. They receive a 
guaranteed monthly subsidy of $100 
per bed, plus a per diem rate for 
each day a child is in their home. In 
exchange, the foster families agree 
to be on call 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, 52 weeks a year. If 
they are going to be absent, they are 
obliged to keep proper authorities 
informed where they can be reached 
or 
to 
provide 
substitute 
adult 
supervision. They get a two week 
vacation each year. 
The homes are licensed by the 
Welfare Department and children 
are placed by law enforcement 
officers when an emergency arises. 
On-going supervision during the 
emergency and planning fof the 
child after the emergency is over is 
handled by the Child Protective 
Services 
unit 
of 
the 
Welfare 
Department. The unit works closely 
with 
juvenile 
division 
of 
law 
enforcement and personnel are on 
24-hour call. 
Children who are ill are not placed 
in 
shelter care 
homes. 
Foster 
parents do, at times, have contact 
with the child’s parents. Sometimes 
these contacts are pleasant and 
sometimes they occur at unexpected 
odd hours. For these reasons, and 
because shelter care parents need to 
be flexible and able to roll with the 
punches, the Welfare Department 


usually uses foster parents with 
previous experience. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dell Rose of 612 
North Z St. have been licensed since 
1970 and are currently licensed for 
two children. They have one child of 
their own, a girl, 17. 
What happens if a child needs 
emergency 
placement 
and 
the 
Shelter Care homes are full? 
The 
Welfare 
Department 
has 
another group of foster homes 
known as emergency “back-up’’ 
homes. These homes are not under 
contract, nor are they on call 24 
hours a day. They are also free to 
accept or not accept a child into 
their home, unlike the Shelter Care 
homes. 
Foster parents in back-up homes 
provide the same sort of service as 
the Shelter Care parents except that 
they are not under contract, and, 
therefore, they are not always 
available. 
Three or four more emergency 
back-up homes are needed in this 
area, according to 
Mrs, 
Betsy 
Beatty, supervisor of the Child 
Protective Services Unit. Anyone 
wishing more information about this 
type of foster care may contact the 
Licensing Social Worker in the 
County Welfare Department area 
office in Lompoc.

Polly’s pointers

DEAR POLLY—Loma B. could generously sprinkle the 
collar on her buckskin coat with DRY cornstarch. Rub in 
gently with the fingers and leave on for 24 hours so the 
cornstarch has time to absorb body oils.

DEAR POLLY—I am a seamstress and. as re­ 
cycling of materials seems so important today. I 
wonder what use can be made of wooden thread 
spools. Also, I am completely disgusted with the 
companies who are putting thread on plastic spools 
which, as far as I know, are unusable in any way. I 
would appreciate hearing from someone —EMMA 


DEAR POLLY—My Pet Peeve is with those people who 
stop in the aisle at the supermarket to have a long visit 
and their carts block the aisle so no one else can get 
through.—MARY B. 


DEAR POLLY—To keep double knit fabrics from 
stretching when shortening skirts or slacks I zigzag stitch 
first, cut off the excess and hem.—MRS G. B 


DEAR GIRLS—This will also prevent anv tendency 
toward raveling, as knits do not take well to being turned 
under at the top of the hem. The greatest trick ever when 
putting in such a hem by hand is to hold the edge of the 
hem down from */4- to ^-inch as you sew, then catch the 
thread through the back of the hem and then to the back 
of the garment. When the hem is in, turn the edge back 
up, press it in place and have no disfiguring line where 
the stitching is.—POLLY 


DEAR POLLY—Metal shower curtain rings are most 
helpful when included in 
the camping equipment in 
our camper trailer. I use 
such a hook to hold my 
measuring spoons and cups 
together. Another holds 
scissors, plastic tape and a 
pen knife. We also use them 
to hold safety pins, bobby 
pins, paper clips, rubber 
bands 
and 
two 
sewing 
machine bobbins—one filled 
with black thread and the 
other with white that may be needed for mending. All 
these are put in one box. Another such hook holds spare 
trailer, house and car keys in case those being used are 
lost or misplaced.—TERESA 


DEAR POLLY—My Pet Peeve is with the manufac­ 
turers of young boys’ slacks and jeans. I wonder why they 
do not make them in different lengths as they do for men 
My son is short, so I have never been able to buy bell- 
bottoms for him. When the pants are bought with the 
proper waist size so much has to be cut off the bottoms 
that there is no flare left. Don’t the makers of these pants 
realize boys come in assorted heights?—MRS M L 


DEAR POLLY—Mrs. B B wanted to know how to make 
quilt tops with old neckties. 
Clean, rip open and press 
out the ties. For a pattern, 
cut a paper square that is 
12 by 12 inches, or larger if 
so desired. Place one tie 
through the middle of the 
block, crosswise, right side 
up and then place another 
by it with the narrow end 
of one against the wide end 
of the other. Sew together 
and trim straig ht so the 
seam will be even. Press seam open Finish out the cor­ 
ners of the square with scraps from the ties so as to make 
it just the size of the pattern. When you have made sev­ 
eral of these nice square blocks start sewing them to­ 
gether with right sides together and then fold out and 
press Sew enough blocks together to make the desired 
length of the quilt, then add rows at the side until it is 
as wide as wanted. This same method can be used to 
make beautiful throw pillows, too.—MRS. A D H.

New beginning 


There is no compelling reason that we 
observe January 1 as the beginning of a 
new year. 
It matters not to the planet, as it makes 
its appointed orbital rounds, at what point 
the self-important little creatures who 
cling to its surface say that one revolution 
of the sun has been completed and another 
begun. 
The ancients, in their closeness to and 
dependence upon the cycles of nature, 
were actually more sensible about this 
calendar business than we by marking 
each new yfar with the coming of spring 
and the return of life to the land, or 
associating it with some other important 
seasonal event, such as the flooding of the 
Nile. 
It is only in relatively modern times that 
we have arbitrarily selected January 1 as 
New Year s Day. The Julian calendar, 
which began its year on March 25, was, in 
fact, used by Great Britain and its 
American colonies until the middle of the 
18th century, long after the rest of 
Christendom had adopted the Gregorian or 
reformed calendar. 
We could argue that January 1 is a 
logical choice because it comes shortly 
after the winter solstice, that point in the 
earth s orbit when the days slowly start 
growing 
longer 
in 
the 
Northern 
Hemisphere. 
However, this is purely happenstance, 
and anyway, for those in the Southern 
Hemisphere it means just the opposite, 
that the nights are growing longer and that 
summer is ending — no particular cause 
for celebration. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


No, there is less reason for us to observe 
January 1 as the beginning of a new 
calendar year than there is for the 
government to continue using July 1 as the 
beginning of a new fiscal year just 
because, once upon a time, Congresses 
finished their legislative work by the end 
of June. 
But New Year s Day also falls hard upon 
Christmas Day. Perhaps here is a clue to 
the reasoning behind our calendar, if 
reasons we need. 
With Christmas comes the memories of 
Christmases past, that warm feeling of 
good will toward our fellows that always 
manifests itself at this season and infects 
even th^Scrooges among us, as well as a 
sort of summing up in our minds of what 
we have done, or failed to do, for ourselves 
and for others during the previous year. 
Some of that sentiment, that good will, 
that resolve to do better in the coming 
year carries over for at least a week. All 
the bills, of course, carry over. 


Perhaps then it is highly appropriate 
that our New Year s Day, which in all 
cultures has been a time to straighten out 
old debts and make plans and resolutions 
for the future, should fall during the one 
period in the year when we are most 
receptive to thoughts of a new beginning.

Motorized vehicles 


WASHINGTON - “ Out on the 
lawn there arose such a clatter that 
1 sprang from my bed to see what 
was the matter ...” No, it was not 
old St. Nick and his tiny reindeer. It 
was 
a 
fleet 
of 
snowmobiles 
destroying the silence of the night 
w;th their shrieking and whining. 
That is happening 
in snow country all 
over 
Am erica. 
Quiet and privacy 
are being shattered 
by 
sport 
snowmobilers who 
have little or no 
respect for property 
rights. 
In 
New 
England they bring 
in 
their 
vehicles 
from 
Boston and 
other 
cities 
and 
roar through 
the 
countryside. 
With growing criticism of these 
easy riders that takes into account 
the dangers in hidden barriers the 
snowmobilers have now found a 
champion. With a starting grant 
from the Ford Motor Co. of $60,000 a 
public relations drive with the 
catchy title “ The Outdoor Nation,” 
is out to promote the use not only of 
snowmobiles but dune buggies, 
motorized trail bikes and a new 
gadget 
called 
an 
“ all-terrain 
vehicle 
They are a branch of the 
motorization of all Americans with 
perhaps 5,000,000 already equipped 
with powered vehicles capable of 
roaring through any wilderness 
The 
Interior 
subcommittee, 
headed by Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., 
held 
hearings 
into 
off-the-road 
vehicles and what they meant for 
conservation As Bible put it, once 
remote scenic wonders are only as 
isolated as the capacity of the gas 
tank and man’s desire to get there. 
A witness was Assistant Secretary 
of Interior Harrison Loesch who 


described how the California desert 
and other lands under the care of 
Interior’s 
Bureau 
of 
Land 
Management were being chewed up 
with an irreplaceable loss and the 
threat of erosion and drifting sand. 
He testified that at that time, 
more than 
a year ago, on lands 
managed by the bureau there were 
1,000,000 motorcycles in use, 700,000 
pickup trucks, more than 600,000 
four-wheel drive vehicles, 80,000 
snowmobiles and about 50,000 dune 
buggies. The total impact of this 
motorized 
cavalcade 
on 
once 
secluded places out of the American 
heritage stuns the imagination. 
Last February President Nixon 
called attention to the damage done 
to federal lands by off-the-road 
vehicles. He issued an executive 
order calling for a unified policy as 
to where snow vehicles should be 
responsible for the damage done to 
federal 
lands 
by 
off-the-road 
vehicles. 
In 
picking 
a 
young, 
inexperienced 
White 
House 
assistant to be director of the 
National Park Service the President 
broke 
a 
long 
tradition 
of 
appointments 
from 
the 
career 
service. The new Park Service 
director, Ronald H. Walker, a 
former 
salesman 
in California, 
spent 10 months in Interior as an 
assistant to the then secretary, 
Walter 
J. 
Hickel, 
who 
was 
subsequent'y fired by the President. 
Walker moved over to the White 
House to take charge of advance 
arrangements 
for 
presidential 
travel. 


The 
Sierra 
Club 
found 
the 
appointm ent 
“ profoundly 
disturbing.” The fear of Sierra and 
other conservationist organizations, 
was that politics would intrude 
increasingly on a service that has 
had 
exceptionally 
high 
career 
standards. 


The motorized invasion of the far 
corners of the land is part of the 
conservation 
picture 
The 
conservationist 
groups 
have 
expressed the hope that the outdoor 
nation will serve a constructive 
purpose 
in 
setting 
rules 
and 
regulations for the use of vehicles 
that can go where hitherto only the 
hiker and the dedicated nature lover 
have been rewarded with a sense of 
solitude and lonely grandeur. 


There 
is 
a 
place 
for 
the 
snowmobile. For those who live in 
remote areas often snowbound it is 
an escape hatch. There may even be 
a place for the dune buggy but as one 
who has found pleasure and solace 
by tramping quiet beaches I doubt 
it. That threatened beaches can be 
damaged is a fact of life on 
overcrowded shores. Noise, exhaust 
pollution, the breaking of the spell of 
the moon on the new fallen snow — 
all this is inherent in the drive to get 
in there fastest with the least effort.

White collar crime 


WASHINGTON - The United 
States Attorney for the Southern 
District of New York, Whitney N. 
Seymour, is distributing a 64 page 
booklet entitled “ Fighting White 
Collar Crime” to corporations and 
other business groups. This effort is 
a follow-up to a speech last July by 
Mr. Seymour in which he stated: 
“ Let there be no mistake about it, 
there is extensive crime in the 
business world. Our office currently 
is prosecuting scores of cases 
involving the payment of bribes, 
securities abuses, tax frauds, and 
numerous other violations. Virtually 
every single one of these cases was 
developed without any cooperation 
from the business community. In 
fact, most of these cases came 
about because of a look - the - other - 
way attitude by businessmen who 
could have prevented the crimes 
from ever happening in the first 
place ” 
In that address 
before the Rotary 
Club of New York 
City, Seymour was 
clearly 
indignant. 
He complained that 
business crimes re­ 
ceive favored treat­ 
ment in the courts 
which give much lighter sentences, 
frequently suspended, 
than 
are 
given to individuals prosecuted for 
petty stealing “ Businessmen,” he 
noted sharply, “ too often tend to 
smile understanding^ at illegal 
conduct by their colleagues — while 
loudly complaining about ’crime in 
the streets.’ We must set these 
things right.” 
State and local governmental 
units, recognizing that business 
crime costs consumers billions of 
dollars yearly, are stepping up their 
enforcement. 
California, 
for 
example, has brought suit under the 
antitrust laws against snack food 
manufacturers for alleged price- 
fixing. Washington state has sued 
major dairy companies for fixing 
the prices of milk and milk products 
sold to local school districts Illinois 
has cases in the courts over alleged 
statewide coal price-fixing and tie- 
in sales of milk and ice cream, milk 
price-fixing in Chicago, and beer 
price - fixing in Decatur. New York 
has charged a large oil company 
with price - fixing and price 
discrimination. 
In addition to the increasing 
number of suits brought by state 
attorneys general, consumer fraud 
offices are being expanded or 
opened at state and local levels in 


cities such as New York City, 
Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh 
and 
Los 
Angeles The New York Department 
of Consumer Affairs, led by Bess 
Myerson, believes catching business 
violators is not enough. She says full 
refunds with interest must be repaid 
defrauded consumers. In Maryland, 
unprecedented prison sentences of 
six and ten years were meted out to 
the operators of an auto repair store 
which 
systematically 
fleeced 
motorists - 
What is clear from a survey ot 
business 
crime 
prosecutions 
brought 
by 
federal 
and 
state 
authorities in recent years is that 
the defendants represent a wide 
diversity and cross - section of 
industry and commerce. They are 
not just fly-by-night outfits. Price- 
fixing or other economic crimes 
have been located in such varied 
industries as companies selling 
pharmaceuticals, 
bread, 
heavy 
electrical equipment, steel sheets, 
plumbing fixtures, cranberries and 
chrysanthemums. 
What such depredations do to the 
consumer dollar in the marketplace 
is similar to what a pay-cut or 
traditional 
inflation 
does 
to 
individuals’ 
purchasing 
power. 
Senator Philip Hart’s Antitrust and 
Monopoly 
Subcommittee, 
for 
example, reports that consumers 
spend about $10 billion annually on 
auto repairs (and parts) that are 
improperly done, unnecessary or 
not performed at all. A House 
subcommittee 
estimates 
that 
elderly citizens are swindled out of 
$1 billion yearly through medical 
quackery. 
The 
Michigan 
Department of Agriculture found 
shortages in 15 per cent of 50,000 
food packages that it examined 


Given these and many other 
similar surveys and cases, what is 
the reply to the Indiana official who 
stated at a recent antitrust meeting 
of state attorneys general: “ We 
have no money and we have no staff. 
But we have a healthy interest.’’ 
The best advice for state attorneys 
general is to vigorously apply for 
grants 
from 
the 
U.S. 
Justice 
Department’s Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA). 
According 
to 
LEAA's 
General 
Counsel’s office, funds can be made 
available for corporate crime and 
consumer fraud law enforcement 
purposes. In fiscal 1973, LEAA will 
have 
almost 
$850 
million 
for 
distribution to law enforcement 
agencies. Some of these funds can 
be wisely used to combat the 
corporate crime wave. 


And Now for the Follow-through 
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
